increase  the  opportunities  for  nurses  and  nursing  students 
to  develop  their  potential  in  research; 

in  crease  the  awareness  of  nurses  in  Alberta  about  the  importance 
of  nursing  research  in  developing  and  extending  nursing  knoivledge; 

communicate  to  the  public  the  importance  of 
nursing  research  in  improving  patient  care; 

inform  the  public  of  the  need  to  create  conditions  which  will 
increase  and  facilitate  the  conduct  of  nursing  research; 

increase  the  opportunities  for  communicating 
nursing  research  findings; 

encourage  the  development  of  projects  which  incorporate  innovations 
in  the  organization  and  delivery  of  nursing  care; 

assess  the  need  for  continued  and  expanded  funding 
for  nursing  research  in  Alberta.

We  agree  with  the  overall  principles  of  The  Rainbow  Report  (p. 6,  Vol. Ill), 
the  Premier's  Commission  on  Future  Health  (Aire  for  Albertans.  ( )ne  of 
these  principles  is  that  we  believe  change  is  inevitable  and  desirable  and 
that  we  can  manage  change  to  accomplish  our  purposes.  The  Board 
members  think  that  research  on  the  nursing  care  of  people  can  contrib- 
ute to  positive  change. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  Department  of  Technology . 
Research  and  Telecommunication  and  the  Government  of  Alberta  in  our 
efforts.  We  value  the  contributions  of  researchers  in  nursing  in  seeking 
and  evaluating  ways  of  improving  nursing  practice.

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
REPORT 

April  1,1990  to  March  31, 1991 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alberta 
Foundation  for  Nursing  Research 
(AFNR)  held  three  regular  meetings 
and  a  separate  one-day  planning 
session.  The  focus  of  the  planning 
session  was  on  re-examining  AFNR's 
objectives  and  direction  in  view  of  the 
recently  released  Rainbow  Report.  The 
Board  agreed  to  actively  pursue 
endowment  funding,  to  increase  the 
visibility  of  AFNR  and  to  continue  to 
support  student  research.  The  relative 
emphasis  among  objectives  was  altered 
for  the  year  ahead.  For  example,  there 
will  be  an  enhanced  emphasis  on 
clinically  focused  research. 

Three  new  members  were  appointed 
by  the  Honourable  Fred  Stewart, 
Minister  of  Technology,  Research  and 
Telecommunications.  Joyce  Baird 
representing  the  Alberta  Hospital 
Association  replaced  Nora  Greenley; 
Una  Ridley  from  the  University  of 
Lethbridge  replaced  Joanne  Scholdra; 
and  Nadia  Clarke,  a  public  representa- 
tive replaced,  Mary  Knox.  Sheila 
Embury,  Islay  Arnold  (public  repre- 
sentatives), Kathleen  Oberle  (Alberta 
Association  of  Registered  Nurses 
representative)  and  Marilynn  Wood 
(University  of  Alberta  representative) 
were  reappointed. 


This  year  marked  the  highest  grant 
total  in  AFNR's  history.  In  approving 
$392,674.70  in  grants,  the  Board  noted 
that  the  number  and  quality  of  propos- 
als continue  to  increase.  The  Board 
funded  eight  Research  Projects  total- 
ling $294,824.56;  four  Facilitation 
Grants  totalling  $20,000.00;  four 
Conference  Grants  totalling 
$64,850.14;  and  13  Student  Grants 
totalling  $13,000. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Honourable 
Nancy  Betkowski,  the  Board  prepared 
a  response  to  recommendations 
contained  in  the  Rainbow  Report  regard- 
ing the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation 
for  Medical  Research. 

To  enhance  the  growth  of  nursing 
research  in  the  province,  the  Board 
introduced  two  new  awards,  both 
available  for  the  March,  1991  competi- 
tion. The  Post-Doctoral  Award  is  in  the 
amount  of  $50,000  (maximum)  for  a 
two  year  period.  It  is  designed  to 
encourage  a  nurse  with  a  newly  ob- 
tained doctoral  degree  to  establish  a 
program  of  nursing  research.  Thus, 
the  award  is  to  support  the  researcher, 
not  the  research  per  se.  The  $10,000 
Post-Master's  Award  has  a  more  direct 
clinical  focus.  It  provides  an  opportu- 
nity for  master's  prepared  nurses  to 
become  involved  in  research  in  a 
clinical  setting.  The  grant  is  intended 
to  provide  salary  replacement  for  time 
spent  in  research  activities. 


In  examining  the  resources  available  to 
promote  nursing  research  in  Alberta, 
the  Board  concluded  that  there  was  a 
lack  of  consulting  services.  The  Alberta 
Association  of  Registered  Nurses 
(AARN)  was  asked  to  e  xplore  the 
possibility  of  creating  a  Nursing 
Research  Consultant  position.  The 
request  is  currently  before  the  long- 
range  planning  committee  of  the 
AARN. 

The  increasing  number  of  proposals 
submitted  to  AFNR  grant  competitions 
is  evidence  of  growth  in  nursing 
research  in  the  prov  ince.  Muc  h  of  this 
growth  is  directly  related  to  the  avail- 
ability of  AFNR  funding.  Alberta  is  the 
only  province  in  which  funds  are 
committed  exclusively  for  nursing 
research.  Such  support  is  testimony  to 
the  commitment  of  the  Government  of 
Alberta  to  improving  the  health  care  of 
Albertans.

The  Scientific  Review  Committee 
(SRC)  met  twice  during  the  year,  once 
for  each  competition.  A  total  of  L9 
proposals  were  reviewed  at  the  Spring 
meeting.  Funding  was  recommended 
for  two  Research  Projects,  three 
Facilitation  Crants,  two  Conference 
Grants  and  five  Student  Research 
Grants. 

At  the  Fall  meeting,  21  proposals  were 
reviewed.  Funding  was  recommended 
for  six  Research  Projects,  one  Facilita- 
tion Grant,  two  Conference  Grants  and 
eight  Student  Research  Grants.  In 
addition  to  reviewing  proposals,  the 
SRC  discussed  a  number  of  issues 
related  to  the  grant  categories  and  the 
application  forms.  Recommendations 
were  made  to  the  Board  for  considera- 
tion of  a  post-doctoral  award,  for 
clarification  of  the  guidelines  in  all 
categories  and  for  revision  of  the 
application  forms. 

This  was  a  hardworking  committee, 
demonstrating  commitment  to  re- 
search and  to  the  goals  of  the  Alberta 
Foundation  for  Nursing  Research.

GUARDING  THE  PUBLIC 
GOOD 


The  task  of  "guarding  the  public  good' 
is  a  sobering  one.  That  is,  however, 
precisely  what  the  three  appointed 
public  members  to  the  Board  of  the 
Alberta  Foundation  for  Nursing 
Research  (AFNR)  do.  To  understand 
how  they  accomplish  this  we  need  to 
look  at  the  role  of  a  public  member. 


A  public  member  of  the  AFNR  Board 
is  intended  to  represent  the  public 
interest.  This  means  ensuring  that 
government  funds  are  spent  to  meet 
the  objectives  of  the  Foundation  and 
in  a  manner  which  best  serves  the 
public.  The  health  care  of  Albertans  is 
a  concern  of  public  members.  Govern- 
ment funds  spent  for  nursing  research 
to  improve  nursing  practice  have  a 
direct  effect  on  the  health  care  of 
Albertans.  Public  members  realize  it  is 
important  that  a  fair  share  of  public 
money  be  provided  to  support  nursing 
research. 


Public  members  provide  liaison 
between  the  public  and  the  Founda- 
tion. Through  communication  with  a 
cross-section  of  Albertans,  public 
members  learn  the  concerns  of  the 
public-at-large  regarding  health  issues, 
specifically  nursing  issues.  Public 
members  relate  these  concerns  to  the 
Board.  This  same  network  permits  the 
member  to  interpret  to  the  public,  the 
positive  effect  of  the  Board's  activities 
on  health  care  in  Alberta. 

Public  members  can  assist  when 
obtaining  government  funding  is  a 
priority.  They  can  be  effective  in 
influencing  government  members. 
They  inform  government  members  of 
AFNR  activities  and  clarify'  the  benefits 
of  nursing  research  to  their  electorate. 
The  presence  of  the  public  members 
broadens  the  perspective  of  the  AFNR 


Board,  assisting  it  to  achieve  a  bal- 
anced exchange  of  ideas. 

A  public  member's  contribution  to  the 
AFNR  Board  is  based  on  qualities 
which  have  been  developed  and 
demonstrated  in  a  wide  range  of 
community,  professional  and  volunteer 
settings.  This  varied  experience  results 
in  a  unique  point  of  view  which  helps 
clarify  specific  issues  related  to  nursing 
i  esearch. 

Public  members  are  "bridges"  —  lines 
of  contact  —  between  the  Alberta 
Foundation  for  Nursing  Research  and 
the  citizens  of  Alberta.  The  past  and 
present  public  members  on  the  AFNR 


Board  have  brought  a  proud  heritage 
of  commitment  and  experience  that 
has  served  well  the  public  good  of 
Allien. ins  and  will  continue  to  d<>  SO.

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BREAKING  GROUND 
IN  PAIN  CONTROL 


Why  perform  nursing  research?  Results 
of  nursing  studies  are  seldom  sensa- 
tional in  the  way  that,  for  example, 
finding  the  cure  for  cancer  might  be. 
In  fact,  nursing  studies  are  rarely  about 
cure.  But  they  are  often  about  reduc- 
ing suffering.  To  those  who  have  been 
in  hospital,  who  have  had  pain,  who 
have  desperately  wished  to  have  their 
misery  relieved,  this  is  tremendously 
important. 

One  researcher  whose  work  is  making 
an  important  impact  on  patient  care  is 
Dr.  Janice  Lander,  from  the  Faculty  of 
Nursing  at  the  University  of  Alberta. 
Dr.  Lander  studies  pain.  More  specifi- 
cally, she  is  interested  in  finding  out 
about  general  factors  associated  with 
pain  —  what  contributes  to  it  and  how 


it  can  be  relieved.  Her  ultimate  goal  is 
to  improve  our  ability  to  control  pain. 
Dr.  Lander  has  received  several  grants 
from  the  Alberta  Foundation  for 
Nursing  Research  (AFNR). 

For  one  project,  which  involved 
nurses'  beliefs  about  pain  and  their 
decision-making  about  pain  manage- 
ment, Dr.  Lander  was  awarded 
$31,000.  This  research  is  still  in 
progress,  but  early  results  suggest  that 
man\r  nurses  continue  to  hold  out- 
dated beliefs  about  how  to  assess  and 
manage  pain.  The  nurses  who  partici- 
pated in  the  study  seemed  to  be 
pleased  that  someone  was  taking  an 
interest  in  this  important  topic,  for 
they  responded  enthusiastically  and 
often  provided  lengthy  responses. 
This  unexpected  volume  of  rich  data 
shows  clearly  that  nurses  want  to  know 
more  about  pain  and  pain  control. 
Dr.  Lander  believes  that  knowing  what 
nurses  believe  about  pain  is  important 
if  misinformation  is  to  be  corrected 
and  care  improved. 

In  the  most  recent  AFNR  grant  compe- 
tition, Dr.  Lander  was  awarded  $85,000 
to  study  children's  post-operative  pain. 
In  this  project,  Dr.  Lander  will  meas- 
ure the  amount  of  children's  pain  at 
different  times  after  surger)  and  will 
try  to  determine  what  causes  the  pain 
to  increase  and  what  helps  to  redtoce  it. 
One  of  the  variables  she  will  stud)  is 
fear  and  how  it  affects  the  amount  of 
pain  the  child  experiences.  The 
implii  alions  ol  this  i  cscan  h  ai  e 
obvious:  the  results  can  help  nurses  to 
make  the  child's  experience  in  hospi- 
tal a  little  less  frightening  and  a  lol  less 
painful. 

Dr.  Lander's  pain  studies  have  been 
important  for  another  reason:  her 
work  has  attracted  a  number  ol  gradu- 
ate students  into  the  area  of  pain 
research.  Several  studies  have  recently 
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been  completed  by  students  in  the 
Master  of  Nursing  program.  All  the 
students  were  supported  in  part  by 
AFNR.  One  student,  Wendy  Duggleby, 
worked  with  elderly  patients  who  had 
total  hip  replacements.  Wendy  was 
interested  in  whether  patients  would 
get  better  relief"  from  their  pain  if  they 
gave  their  own  analgesics  using  a 
special  machine  that  regulates  dosage. 
Nurses  and  physicians  had  been 
reluctant  to  allow  elderly  patients  this 
privilege,  as  they  were  concerned  that 
patients  would  be  unable  to  manage 
the  technology.  Wendy's  study  indi- 
cated that  the  nurses'  and  doctors' 
fears  were  groundless.  The  project 
findings  have  resulted  in  a  change  in 
policy  in  the  hospital  where  the  study 
was  carried  out.  Elderly  patients  are 
now  permitted  to  use  this  effective 
method  of  pain  control. 

In  another  study,  Cindy  Finlay  exam- 
ined the  use  of  Transcutaneous  Electri- 
cal Nerve  Stimulation  (TENS),  a 
painless,  non-invasive  method  of  nerve 
stimulation  for  pain  control  in  patients 
after  chest  surgery  (thoracotomy).  Her 
results  indicated  that  patients  were 
generally  given  too  little  pain  medica- 
tion and  that  the  use  of  TENS  was 
generally  ineffective  in  relieving  pain 
under  these  circumstances.  This  study 
added  to  the  growing  body  of  knowl- 
edge about  alternate  methods  of  pain 
control  and  how  their  effects  can  be 
maximized. 

Donna  Romyn,  another  master's 
student,  studied  graduating  student 
nurses'  knowledge  about  pain  control. 
Students  from  several  different  nursing 
programs  were  questioned  and  were 
shown  to  have  limited  knowledge 
about  pain  and  its  management. 
These  results  made  it  clear  that  in 
nursing  programs,  more  attention 
must  be  paid  to  teaching  about  pain  if 
nurses  are  to  provide  adequate  care  to 
patients. 


Maureen  McQueen  looked  at  an 
important  aspect  of  nursing  care: 
giving  injections.  Traditionally, 
injections  have  been  given  in  the 
well-known  site  in  the  buttocks. 
Maureen  was  interested  in  whether  a 
different  site  might  be  less  painful. 
She  found  that,  indeed,  a  site  higher 
up  caused  less  pain  and  was  associ- 
ated with  fewer  complications.  Based 
on  her  study,  nursing  students  are 
now  being  taught  that  the  new  site  is 
preferred  and  patients  are  experi- 
encing the  benefits. 

The  students  mentioned  above  have 
completed  their  research  and  more 
are  waiting  to  begin.  One  nurse 
wants  to  find  ways  to  assess  pain  in 
premature  babies;  another  wants  to 
explore  ways  to  relieve  episiotomy 
pain  after  childbirth;  another  plans 
to  study  management  of  chronic 
pain;  and  another  hasn't  planned 
her  research  yet,  but  just  wants  to 
work  with  Dr.  Lander  on  something 
that  will  "make  a 
difference". 

With  a  combination  of  expertise, 
experience  and  hard  work.  Dr. 
Lander  is  making  important  progress 
in  the  field  of  pain  control.  Her 
dedication  and  enthusiasm  are 
inspiring  to  student  researchers  who 
are  helping  to  break  further  ground. 
AFNR  is  proud  to  have  been  able  to 
support  these  scientists  in  their  work. 
Clearly,  such  research  does  "make  a 
difference"!

The  Foundation  was  awarded  a  research  budget  of  $1  million  for  the  first  five- 
year  period  beginning  in  the  lW.'V  81  fiscal  vear.  From  that  sum,  the  Board 
awarded  grants  amounting  to  $919,806.  The  success  of  the  program  was  such  that 
in  1988,  Government  renewed  its  commitment  to  nursing  research  by  providing 
an  additional  SI  million.

GRANT  CATEGORIES 

The  Foundation  accepted  proposals  in  the  following  categories  for  the  1990 
competitions: 

RESEARCH  PROJECT 

(Maximum  $85,000) 

This  grant  enabled  the  applicant  to  develop  and  test  instruments;  to  conduct 
original  investigations,  replication  studies  or  studies  using  existing  data  which 
apply  to  the  solution  or  management  of  problems  pertaining  to  nursing  practice. 

DEMONSTRATION/EVALUATION  PROGRAM  GRANT 

(Maximum  $50,000) 

This  grant  enabled  the  applicant  to  investigate  the  implementation  and  evalua- 
tion of  innovations  in  the  organization  and  delivery  of  nursing  care  or  education. 

FACILITATION  GRANT 

(Maximum  $5,000) 

This  grant  enabled  the  applicant  to  conduct  pilot  studies,  develop  instrument 
validity  and  reliability,  field  test  instruments,  conduct  literature  searches  which 
are  an  integral  part  of  the  overall  project  and  access  professional  consultation 
services  or  other  related  resources. 

CONFERENCE/WORKSHOP  GRANT 

(Maximum  $25,000) 

This  grant  enabled  an  applicant  to  conduct  A  provincial,  national  or  international 
conference  or  workshop  designed  to  facilitate  and/or  communicate  nursing 
research. 

RESEARCH  SUPPORT  SERVICE  GRANT 

This  grant  enabled  development  of  a  nursing  research  infrastructure,  sustainable 
beyond  the  period  of  funding  to  establish  or  strengthen  institutional  research 
development  programs. 

STUDENTSHIP  AWARD
